healthful year, the death rate was 13.1 
per 1.000. In 1910 it was 15 per 1,000, 
and in 1900 it was 17.6. 
These few 


figures alone tell a story of progress in 
health such as perhaps no nation ever 
made before. 


Particularly remarkable is the record 


of New York city. That city with all its 
handicaps of unfavorable living condi- 
tions and crowding, beat the national rec- 
ord, with only il.2 deaths per 1.000. 
Fifty years ago New York's death rate 
was 33.7 per 1.000. and not abnormal 
for that time. There is a saving of two- 
thirds, by the progress of half a century. 


v The whole nation shares the credit. 
Among states, Vermont has the poorest 
record, with ft death rate of 1 i- for last 
year. Yet that is no worse than the av- 
erage national rate for the last decade, 
and would have been very creditable ten 
years ago. 


HITTING THE NEAR EAST NAIL 
Reports from Lausanne signify that 


practically all nations are in accord with 
the policy advanced by the United States 
in favor of the open door iu the Near east. 
Cxhiite evidently, this country's observers 
said what everybody bad in mind and was 
hoping would be said. The United States 
did exactly right in declaring for equal 
economic opportunity. The trouble in the 
Near east and the friction among the al- 
lied powers is largely due to international 
rivalry for advantages. 


(Irciit Britain. France. Italy and other 


rations have been seeking plums in the 
Near east, and so has Turkey. They have 
been suspicious of one another, and. per- 
haps, have been conspiring against one 
another. 


These inter-racial and intpr-religious 


problems of the Near ea&t will be more 
easily settled with the causes of rivalry 
«nd suspicion removed. 
The allied pow- 


ers will rind a means of accord and con- 
certed action again. 


PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION CHANGES 


It is unfortunate that the proposal for 


the direct election of the president of the 
United States is combined with another 
proposal, for direct nomination of the 
president. 


The two have no necessary connection. 


Direct election in this case means doing 
away with the "electoral college." which 
(serves no useful purpose and yet has a la- 
tent capacity for harm because of its tech- 
nical authority. Direct nomination means 
doing away with the convention system 
of nominating presidential candidates, 
and that seems more questionable. 


Direct primaries have worked well in 


local elections, and as a general thing, 
perhaps, in state and congressional elec-' 
tions. Yet. even there, they have not ac- 
complished all that was expected of them. 
'While eliminating old evils of bossism, 
they arc held to have introduced new 
rvils-<—mediocrity, 
irresponsibility 
and 


expense.

On crooked, narrow High st of Hull, 


Vorkshire, stands a house In which 
the history ,o( Great Britain and the 
history of the United States of Ameri- 
ca meet, in an ex'ent which involved 
the life and liberty of the native peo- 
ples of Central Africa and formed one 
of the most important accomplish- 
ments of the nineteenth century. 


Here William WHberforce was born 


in 1759. A century and a half ago the 
garden behind the house ran down to 
the river's edge and 
fresh 
breezes 


from the ocean swept over the coun- 
try town. Almost all of his childhood 
was spent here, but for several years 
he was under the religious influences 
of his uncle in London. 
He passed 


through public 
school and 
college 


much as other young men of his day 
did. 
Indeed, 
Wilberforce 
himself 


claimed that ho entered the house of 
commons with his own distinction as 
\ 
his darling object. This was without 
doubt too great self-depreciation, for 
he was already marked by his sym- 
pathy and his qualities as a possible 
champion of the abolition cause. At 
14 he had written letters on the slave 
trade to the daily journals and his in- 
terest grew year by year. 


DIFFICULTIES TREMENDOUS 
It was Lady Middleton who pre- 


vailed upon her husband, Sir Charles, 
to write to Wilberforce and propose 
that ho navigate tho abolition ques- 
tion through the houses of 
parlia- 


ment. He weighted well the difficul- 
ties of the undertaking. They were 
tremendous. 
Against abolition were 


pitted the- vast moneyed interest of 
the commercial world; the 
mercan- 


tile marine; the cotton, sugar, and 
kindred industries.

were the inertia and the ignorance 
of the public as a whole.

Dust, besides containing a number of 
unpleasant things, as the people who 
look through miscroseopes are sv> ready 
to tell us. has in it tiny particles of 
rock, and these tend to scratch pol- 
ished surfaces by merely being blown 
over them.
